The surviving veterans of Gen, William 
Walker's Nicaraguan expedition, or the Old 
Phalanx, as they call it, are arranging to hold 
a reunion at Loulsville, Ky., sometime 
this autumn. The only member of 
the devoted band that went to the 


aid of President Patricio Rivas, under com- 
mand of the Ce son of destiny in St. 
Louis, is Col. Lewis A. Clark. Col. Olark has 
received a letter from Adjt.-Gen. J. C. Jamison 
on the subject, in which an outline of the 
plans of the reunion are given. The letter is 
as follows:

Englishmen Deteriorating. 

From the London Standard. 

Is the physical condition of the English 
people deteriorating? Are we worse men— 
smaller, weaker and less healthy—than 
our fathers beforeus? Sir Thomas Craw- 
ford, the President of the Public Medicine 
Section of the British Medical Congress, 
has been looking into this question, and 
comes to the convlusion that, so far as re- 
gards ‘‘the lower orders” of the popula- 
tion, it must be answered in the affirma- 
tive. This is decidedly discouraging, 
though there is, fortunately, reason to 
su se that the matter is not so bad as it 
— appear at first sight. Sir Thomas 
bases his deductions chiefly on the figures 
furnished by the statistical department at 
the War Office, com ng the recruiting 
returns for 1860-64 with those for the five 
years 1 1886. An analysis of the 
results show that while in the former 4 
riod out of some 32,000 men recruited 371 
per 1,000 were rejected on examination by 
the surgeons as physically unfit for serv- 
ice in the latter period, when the 
recruits were more than four times 


as numerous and the standard was 
considerably lower, the 1 
averaged 415 per 1, 000. king 


at the figures more closely. it appears 
that a very large proportion of the “men” 
were refused because they were suffering 
from affections which are known to be 
roduced by dirt, overcrowding, 

t, and unsanita ay enn gener- 
ally. Thus, no less than forty-two re 
— per 1.600 were set down to “defective 
vision, by which is meant in most cases 
not merely shortness of sight, but that 
distinct form of visual disease which is 

uced by bad air and bad drainage.

that ‘‘the lower class, from whom the re- 
cruits for the army are chiefly drawn, are 
of an inferior physique to what they were 
twenty-five years ago.

MUST BE EXTENDED. 


THE CONCLUSION OF A CONFERENCE AT THE 
CITY HALL TO-DAY 


Concerning the Addition to the Water- Works 
—An Investigation Committee Appointed 
te Look Into the Reported Combination 
of the Gas Companies Fails to Investigate 
—The Last Appointments On the List— 
Mortality of the City for Six Months—Mu- 
nicipal Matters. 


Mayor Francis,Comptroller Campbell, Ooun- 
cilmen Ganahl and Blakely and Delegates 
Stone and Sullivan held an informal confer- 
ence at noon to-day on the subject of water- 
works extension. The necessity for making 
provision for a larger and purer supply of wa- 
ter is pressing, but there issome question as 
to whether it is advisable to 
present such an important problem 
to the Assembly for solution during the sum- 
mer season. Several of the Councilmen are 
not in the city at present, though they are 
all expected before Friday afternoon, when 
The extension to the 
Chain of Rocks will involve an expenditure of 
about $8,500,000, which must be made 
up in water revenue. At present the 
department has about $700,000 to its credit. 
Mayor Francis said he has been in favor of the 
plan of extension to the Chain of Rocks as 
recommended by President Flad of the Board 
of Public Improvements, for a long time, as 
he believed it to be the best one offered. 
There was a difference of opinion among the 
gentlemen on the question of presenting it at 
aspecial session. Mayor Francis expressed 
himself as fully appreciating the neces- 


sity of pushing the necessary legisla- 
tion through the Assembly as early 
as possible, but did not announce 


ct in his special message Friday afternoon. 

e has called attention to the matterin every 
message forwarded to the assembly durin 
the last year, but no attention has been pal 
to the suggestions. From this it would ap- 
pear that the water-works plans had better 
be made a special order. 


Semi-Annual Statement, 


To-day Dr. Lowry of the Health Depart- 
ment completed the mortality statement of 
this city for the first half of the year 1887. 
Within the six months ending July 1, 4,220 


deaths occurred in St. Louis. During the 
first half of the year 1886, 2,732 deaths were 
recorded. Of the total number of deaths dar- 
ing the first six months of the 228 year 
47 were suicides, F homicides, 161 accidental 
and three executions by warrant of law. A 
total of 815 deaths are attributed to diphtheria, 
an unusually large number, which it is ex- 
pected will be still further increased by the 
showing ofthe next quarter, as twenty new 
cases are reported daily. Ihe de- 
partment has had very little success in check- 
ing the spread of diphtheria during the sum- 
mer owing to conditions over which they had 
nocontrol. Thelong dry season cansed the 
sewers to fill with disease-generating matter 
in several localities.

Chairman Stone of the special committee 
appolnted to investigate the rumored combi- 
nation of the gas companies was at the City 
Hallto-day. Hie has not yet taken any steps 
towards carrying out the instructions of the 
House, as he does not believe the object could 
be accomplished during the recess.

Power Company for the term ending 
January 1, 1890, provides among other things 
that The said company ees that the 
rights and franchises granted by, and exist 

ing under, this ordinance shall not be trans- 
ferable, nor shall the same or any part thereof 
ever be sold, assigned, transferred or con- 
veyed by said company, nor shall said com- 
— ever amalgamate, or consolidate, or 
pool its earnings with anyother corporation 
or person, witbout first obtaining permission 
to do so by the passage of an ordinance by the 
Municipal Assembly. 

On June the Delegate from the Twenty- 
eighth Ward startled the House by the intro- 
duction of a resolution asking for the appoint- 
ment of an investigating committee ‘‘be- 
cause it been reported, and there is reason 
to believe, that the object, spirit and intent of 
said section of said ordinance have been 
and now are disregarded and violated by said 
St. Louis Gas, Fuel and Power Company and 
by the officers and stockholders thereof, and 
the competition intended to be secured by 
said section tothe citizens ofthe City of St. 
Louis has been avoided and prevented.“ 

The committee was appointed, with Mr. 
Stone as chairman. Its duty was defined as 
follows: To make inquiry into the alleged 
violation of said section, and the said commit- 
tee shall have power to send for persons and 
papers, and to take testimony in relation 
thereto, and report to the two houses of the 
said Municipal Assembly without delay what 
action, H any, isin the opinion of said com- 
mittee necessary to be taken by the Municipal 
Assembly to enforce the provisions of said sec- 
tion, according to their true intent and mean- 
ing, and to preserve to the citizens of the city 
of St. Louis that competition between the gas 
companies of said city which was intended to 
be secured to them by said section. 

To-day Mr. Stone was asked why the inves- 
tigation had not been made without delay as 
contemplated and said: ‘‘Well, the committee 
wasappointed late in the sessionand it is 
hardly worth while to begin the inguiry durin 
the recess, and especially now with a speci 
session on hand.’

It is 
reported that the Government has $2,000, - 
000 more ready for the further introduc- 
tion of the dynamite gun invention, which 
is expected to revolutionize modern war- 
fare throughout the world. 

Mr. Daniels, whois a director of the 
company, attended a meeting in New 
York last week. Yesterday to an Express 
reporter he said: 

‘The company was organized three 
years ago this month, with a capital stock 
of $1,000,000. The gun was invented by 
Mr. M. B. Mefford of Detroit. He called 
to it the attention of ex-Congressman 
Harris of Boston, formerly Chairman of 
the Naval Committee of the House of 
Representatives, and of Mr. Windsor, 
formerly connected with the Lay torpedo 
which this gun supersedes. They call 
mein. We went to Detroit without the 
expectation of seeing anything, and 
found a two-inch pipe, practically 
a gas pipe, with a compressor 
of 150 pounds pressure, so constructed as 
to shoot ten or twelve ounces of dynamite 
three-quarters ofa mile. We were satis 
fied that the idea was good one to be 
worked 8 At any rate a syndicate was 
formed. e took the same small gun and 
asked the Secretary of War to allow us 
the use of Fort Lafayette in New York 
harbor for firing off the gnn, andto as- 
sign an expert artillery officer to take 
charge and do the firing, all expenses to 
be paid by us except the salary of the of- 
ficer. The object of this was twofold. 
If the gun was a failure, the earlier we 
would findit out and the less it would 
cost; if it was a success we would not 


have to go through with the 
experiments again to show the 
Government. Lieut. Zalinski was as- 


signed to take charge, and the test was 
successful. Then we built a four-inch 
gun, thenan eight-inch gun—which was 
as large as we supposed would ever be 
required—to carry 100 pounds of dyna- 
mite. We then asked the Secretary of 
War to call for Lieut. Zalinski’s report. 
Next there was a commission appointed 
by the Navy Department to verify the 
report. The result was an act providing 
for the purchase by the Government ofa 
vessel manned with three of the guns at 
a total cost of $350,000, the cost of the 
guns alone being about $100,000. They 
are to be 10-inch caliber and will throw 
at least 200 pounds of dynamite one mile 
every two minutes. This contract is con- 
ditioned on a favorable report by the 
commission, which has been made, and 
now other contracts are coutemplated. 
We are also building a specimen gun for 
Egypt, and Spain has an investigating 
committee here. 

About September 10 we are going to 
have a bombardment. The Government 
is going to furnish usatarget—a con- 
demned vessel—that we are going to try 
to destroy in New York Harbor with 
100 pounds of dynamite. The object is to 
find out the destructive power of 100 pounds 
of dynamite. There is no way of calculat- 
ing it except by an experiment of this 
kind.” 4 

The guns for the pneumatic-gun cruiser 
arejof bronze, 10% ieches bore and 40feet 
in length. A fe meen shell will contain 
600 pounds of dynamite, but shells of 
larger or smaller capacity can Be used. It 
is claimed that the gun will throw with ac- 
curacy 2,000 pounds one mile, 1,000 pounds 
two miles, 750 pounds two and one-haif 
miles, 500 pounds three miles, 250 pounds 
four miles, 200 pounds four and one-half 
miles and 100 pounds six miles. The de- 
structive force of a ton of dynamite 
dropped on the deck of a vessel, or ex- 
ploding in the water under it, would prob- 
ably not be questioned by those on board. 
But the idea of throwing a dynamite shell 
five or six miles, Mr. Daniels thinks, is not 
one of much practical importance, as it 
would be difficult at that distance to hit 
a township with certainty.’’ Cramp & 
Sons of Philadelphia are building the 
cruiser and guns,

siege of Faris proved himself a 
dashing soldier.

munard bullet, and his face, which bore a 
strong resemblaneto the great actress, 
had remained sadly disfigured since. A 
week ago we heard the poor fellow had 
deen deprived of his reason, and it is al- 
most consoling to know that his sufferings 
were not protracted. Rachel loved her 
two sons with the deepest affection. 
During her long agony their names were 
ever on her lips. In one of her letters, 
dated from Thebes, she says: “Ah! * 
n’avais pas deux fils, tout mon amour, je 
mourrai sans regret; mais Dieu les pro- 
tegera.” In the case of the elder the 
prayer has been heard,for Count Waleski, 
who holds high rank in the con- 
sular service of his country, bears à dis- 
tinguished name worthily ; the younger has 
died a victim to duty.

THE WAR FLAGS OF LOUISIANA. 


The Story of the First Pelican Flag—The 
Red, White and Biue, With Yellow Star. 


From the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
That wasa day of strange experiences 
in New Orleans—that 26th of January, 
1861. A light rain had given way before 
fair influences, and the breaking clouds 
slowly discovered light patches of the 
more welcome sky. 
I was waiting in his office for my physi- 
cian, when, simultaneous with a sudden 
burst of glorious sunlight, there came up 
the street thecries of newsboys, as they 
called the evening papers; and, in their 
almost inimitable fashion, the news 
therein: 
Full account o' Lou'siana's secedid!’’ 
This is what they cried; and to those who 
heard them, the words came with import 
vast and varying. 
From the sound some turned away with 
tears, even while they acquiesced in the 
action and accepted it as their guide and 
control. From others there came ribald 
we and empty boasting. Manyagain be- 
ieved it to be the right and proper course 
and so received it with rejoicing. 
Boy that I was 1 quickly noted the burst- 
ing sunshine and declared it appropriate 
that the sun should throw off his dark 
mantle and shine in gladness on the day 
and the deed. It doesn’t appear quite that 
way now. Butthe news was confirmed; 
the State had indeed seceded. Others had 
gone before, more followed; there was to 
e no turning back. The commonwealth 
was a sovereign, independent, hopeful, 
determined; and, having so asserted, she 
must putonall the pomp,the panoply, 
aud the paraphernalia befitting the occa- 
sion. 
A coat of arms—the great seal of the 
State—she had already. What next? A 
flag, of course; and remembering all the 
ride, the high expectations, the bound- 
ng hearts, and the determined wills of 
that time, itis worthy of note thatthe 
choice fell upon no vaunting display of 
colors symbolic of wonderful deeds about 
to be done. 
Resolutions were passed, a committee 


* 


and selected, and word went out one 
afternoon that we should see our State’s 
own banner that was to lead and we to 
follow wherever she should choose to go. 
At the corner of St. Charles and Lafay- 
ette streets, across from the City Hall, is 
an old building innocent of architectural 
design or embellishment. It is severely 
plain; as much so, indeed, as was the jus- 
tice meted out within its dingy walls. 

Since then, begause of the remodeling 
of the police department, and the choice 
of quarters elsewhere, it became a com- 
mercial college; but at that time it was 
the First District Police Station, and the 
headquarters of the Chief and his aids, to- 
gether with a justice’s court. , 

In the street before the building we as- 
sembled to see the flag. The time chosen 
was the conventional dinner hour—4 to 5 
p. m.—consequently our numbers were 
not great. 

A staff projecting over the sidewalks 
had previously been fixedin a second- 
story window. After much tying and un- 
tying, just before nightfall the flag was 
displayed. It was the pelican flag—the 
first Louisiana State flag thrown tothe 
breeze. 

It wasa dark-blue field with a white 
circle on which was shown the arms of the 
State—a pelican on the nest feeding her 
young. It appears, however, that this 
flag was not official, It was a private en- 
terprise, ansoafew days later another 
was Jisplayed like it in intent, but differ- 
entin arrangement. The latter one was 
the pelican flag, but in it the blue and the 
white bad exchanged places. The first 
flag had a white circle on a blue fleld; the 
second consisted of a blue circle ona 
white fleld; in the circle of each, however, 
rested the State arms. 

With all respect for the venerable fath- 
ers who selected for the great seal of the 
State this mother bird caring for her 
brood, I must confess that reverence re- 
uires much persuasion when it is asked 
or this awkward, stupid, cowardly, 
algay bird; although, un oubtedly, there 
is union in the feathered group. justice to 
the offspring and confidence from the lit- 
tle ones to the parent. 

Indeed, this difficulty appears as having 
existed in the minds of Louisiana’s rulers 
of 61-62, for by an act of the Legislature 
ata subsequent date the pelican flag was 
voted inadequate or inexpressive, if not 
otherwise undesirable, and another, an 
entirely new flag, was substituted for it. 
In fact—at least, | have always so under- 
stood—the pelican flag was never the au- 
thorized flag of the State. 

The new and officially constituted flag 
was intended to represent the varied ele- 
ments in the citizenship of the State. 

It consisted of thirteen stripes—red, 
white and blue—the colors of “the old 
flag, in deference to the lingering regard 
of many for the flag of their fathers;a 
red union at the upper left corner next 
the staff, for the Spaniard citizens, and a 
yellow star in the union for the Cubans of 
the State. 

This was the only Louisiana State flag 
made such by legislative enactment or 
other legally constituted authority. It 
floated from public buildings and was 
borne by several Louisiana regiments 
until State distinction in this particular 
was superseded by the stars and bars, and, 
still later, the St. Andrew’s cross battle- 
flag of the Confederate Government. 

In this subordination of State to Confed- 
erate authority, a ve inconsistency ap- 
pears, in that while the secession move- 
ment had its fundamental principle, its

He may indulge the 
viee of secret and private drinking to his 
heart’s content, if he can get the liquor by 
hook or by crook, but he must not be per- 
mitted to drink it in a saloon licensed for the 
purpose of seliing it. There is avast deal of 
absurd and mischievous inconsistency about 
that class of prohibitory statesmanship which 
would shut up the saloon and beer garden and 
encourage secret intemperance. 


The Baconian Cipher.

Next Sunday the WoRLD will publish an ar- 
ticle, covering at least a page, on the Bacon- 
Shakspeare controversy and the Donnelly 
cipher. It will be from the pen of Mr. Thomas 
Davidson, who has recently paid a visit to Mr.

He will give a brief, com- 
prehensive sketch of the history of the Ba- 
conian theory, such as will enable every one 
to understand the present status of the con- 
troversy. Hethinks Mr. Donnelly has given 
the literary world a nut to crack, and evi- 
dently would not be surprised if the plays of 
Shakspeare should in a few years be familiarly 
called the plays of Bacon, and the statue of 
Shakspeare should disappear from West- 
minster Abbey, giving place to a statue of 
Bacon. 


Cornering the People’s Food.

Millionaires Flood and Mackay have lost 
$6,000,000 or $8,000,000 in their wheat specula- 
tions this year. 
Unfortunately the two men are so immensely 
rich that they can lose $38,000,000 or $4,000,000 
each without feeling it. Their wealth, wrung 
by one speculation and another from the toil- 
ers of the land, is already so great that no 
human being could ever begin to consume it; 
yet such is their greed that they must enter in- 
to a conspiracy to ‘‘corner’’ one of the peo- 
ple’s prime necessities, that a higher price 
may be extorted from labor for the means of 
its subsistence, and the purses of the million- 
aires be made fat with money they can never 
need. Meanwhile, there are in every city in 
the land men and women—yes, and children, 
too— who find it difficult, even with the hard- 
est toil, to get bread enough to sustain life. 
The common people will learn of Flood's 
and Mackay’s heavy loss with regret that it 
was not heavier. 


Treatment for Warts. 


From the Medical Press. 

It is now fairly established that the common 
wart, which is so unsightly and often so pro- 
liferous on the hands and face, can be essily re- 
moved by small doses of sulphate of magnesia 
taken internally. M. Colrat of Lyons has 
drawn attention to this extraordinary fact. 
Several children treated with three-grain 
doses of Epsom salts morning and evening 
were promptly cured: M. Auburt cites the 
case ofa woman whose face was disficured by 
these excrescences, and who was cured ina 
month by a dram and a half of magnesia taken 
daily. Another medical man reports a case 
of very large warts which disappeared ina 
fortnight from the daily administration of ten 
grains of the salts. 


Cornell’s Lost Million, 
From the New York Times.

A SIGNIFICANT MONSTER MEETING HELD AT 


DUBLIN LAST NIGHT. 


Special Cablegram to the Post- 


Dispatch. 
Dunz, August 24.—Last night a monster 
meeting hurled deflance at the Conservative 


administration for its action in proclaiming 


the Land League asan unlawful and criminal 
organization. The meeting is considered by 
the Nationalist leaders to have been one of 


will now test at once the power of the Tory 
Ministry to carry out its policy of coercion 
andtyranny. Two Englieh members of Far- 
Ulament appeared on the platform and an- 
nounced their intention of joining the 
League. Their action will be followed by 
some sixty or seventy of their col- 
leagues. The League has deen pro- 
claimed, and yet it has gained more new 
and powerful members in the last ten days 
than during the whole of the past twelve 
months. The spirit of the Dublin meeting last 
night was most significant. I have seen many 
public gatherings, but nothing approaching 
the enthusiasm and flery resolution indicated 
at this gathering. Every speech made coun- 
seled resistance to the Government, and that 
in a form which the Tory Ministry is bound to 
consider as seditious and rebellious. There 
was hardly a speaker who weighed his words, 
from the Lord Mayor of Dublin down tothe 
English members who appeared as delegates 
of the English democracy, bearing messages 
to their Irish democratic brethren. I have 
never heard 
SUCH HUWLS OF DERISION 


as those sent up from the great throng at 


every mention ofthe Tory Government. It 
was like the hoarse thunder of an angry sea, 
representing the fiercest of passion and the 
most unrelenting hatred. The rotunda where 
the meeting took place holds 5,000 people. 
It was packed to suffocation atsuchan early 
hour that the speakers hadto be smug- 
gled in by private entrances through the 
great throngs in the streets, who were surg- 
ingup against the doors, vainly trying to 
wedge their way into the arena where the pro- 
test was to be made. Various attempts were 
made to draw off the crowd from the round- 
house by speaking at other points. But these 
efforts had hardly any effect upon the size of 
the gathering. It was soon after 8 o’clock that 
the Lord Mayor of Dublin made his entrance, 
accompanied by Mr. Harrington, M. P., the 
Secretary of the League, and he with difficulty 
forced his way through the crowd up tothe 
platform, the English members of Parliament 
following in his rear. The Lord Mayor isa 
slightly built man, with a clean-cut, regular - 
featured face, set off by a white mustache and 
a short, full beard. He is an easy, off-hand 
talker, and his presence was announced by 
shouts and yells which lasted for five 
minutes, during which time the air was 
filled with 
SWINGING HATS AND WAVING HANDKERCHIEFS. 
The Lord Mayor talked directly to the point 
with much sharpness ot tongue. He said that 
they had met to show howthey despised the 
action of the Governmentin prociaiming the 
Land League. [‘‘Spit on them, shouted a 
voice, and then there was a savage burst of 
applause.] He said that the National League 
had been classed as dangerous. In earlier 
times the Catholic Church and the Catholic 
school-teachers had likewise been classed by 
English legislators as dangerous and crim- 
inal. The Irish now proposed to imitate their 
forefathers in their defiance and disre- 


gard ot laws against such dan- 
gerous people. The Lord Mayor, with most 
aggressive earnestness, exclaimed: Let 


come what may, the work of the National 
League shall zo on until it has secured the in- 
dependence and freedom of Ireland!’’ The 
cheers and yells at this moment continued for 
several minutes, and soon the shouts were 
taken up by the crowa outside, until the streets 
of the entire neighborhood resounded with 
cheers. The Lord Mayor’s allusions to Dublin 
Castle as an instrument of coercion met with a 
response of howls, groans and hisses that 
fairly made the windows rattle. He was fol- 
lowed by Prof. Galbraith, a Fellow of Trinity 
College. 

The sensation of the evening was made, 
however, by the speech of Mr. Cobb, the En- 
glish member of Parliament for Warwick. He 
said that the time for words had passed and 
that it was now the time for acts. He offered 
himself for membership in the National 
League, to stand or fall with its fortunes. He 
also counseled steady resistance to the en- 
forcement of unjust laws. Mr. Jacob Bright, 
M. P., the brother of John Bright, also made 


some remarks concerning the views of the 


English Liberals. He declared himself ready 
to sustain the League in its fight against the 
Government. He advised great patience and 
self-control, but at the same time a steady re- 
sistance to the proclamation. He said that 
the tide was turning in England. If the Irish- 
men only acted with patience he believed the 
hour of delivery was near at hand, 
OTHER SPEECHES.

Speeches were also made in the same vein 
by Mr. Haldane, M. P. trom Scotland, by Mr.

MORE CHARGES, 


POLICE’CAPTAIN FRANGEL ACCUSED OF UN- 
BECOMING CONDUCT. 


The Second District Made the Center of Po- 
lice Interest—A Weak Affidavit Said to 
Have Been Called Forth by an Uneasy 
Sergeant—The Accusations Met and Re- 
futed by the Captain—Hearing Before the 
Board of Capt. Boyd’s Case—The Latest 


Police Sensations. 


The following affidavit has been filed with 
the Chief of Police as the basis of charges 
against Capt. Henry Frangel, commanding 
the Second District; Patroiman Christ Offer 
and Turnkey Charles Deer of the Soulard 
Street Police Station: 

State of Missouri, City of St. Louis: Lena 
Mohrkamp, of lawful age, being duly sworn, 
on heroath says she is a married woman; 
that heretofore, to-wit, August 10, 1887, Police 
Officer Christ Offer came to her residence and 
stated to her that ber son William, 18 years 
oid, had stolen money, and in her presence 
pulled his (William’s) ears, and struck him 
upon his head, he not resisting or interfering 
with the said Christ Offer in the performance 
of his duty, butin a brutal manner striking 
and beating her son William, whereupon he 
took her son to the Soulard Street Police 
Station, whereupon he, the said Christ Offer, 
returned and asked this amant to proceed 
with him to the police station and get 
her son; and when this affiant arrived 
at the police station she was locked up for an 
hour and undressed at an open window dy him 
and another, Charles Deer, and while doing so 
the said Christ Offer was laughing and making 
fun at this affiant, and the said Charles Deer 
and Capt. Hen Frangei indulging in the 
same, and the said Christ Offer searched at- 
fiant’s home in her absence, and left the door 
ofthe same unlocked, although he had the 
key to the same; all of which this affiant says 
is the truth, and which is submitted to the 
honorable Board of Police Commissioners for 
their action and investigation.

conveyed to 
CAPT. FRANGEL 


this morning when he was asked for his side 
of thecase. ‘‘Thestory,’’ he said, ‘‘so far 
asI had anything to do with it, isthis: Mrs. 
Maggie Guenther, now residing at 1016% Sid- 
ney street, complained at the Soulard Street 
Station on August 10 that on Monday, the 8th, 
while moving from a house on Seventh stree 
to her present number she lost a broad pock- 
et-book, fastened with a broad rubber band. 
The book contained $110. She had been in- 
formed the day the complaint was made that 


a boy by the name of Henry Mobr- 
kamp, the son of poor parents, had 
been very flush with money, while 


previously he had been without money. I 
sent Officer Christ Offer out with her to get 


the boy, who was broughtin. The boy ad- 
mitted having found the book, said he had 
given it to his mother, who took the mone 
irom it and told him to return the pocket-boo 
to the place where he had found it. I then told 
the officer to bring the woman in, and she was 
locked in the hoidover. She denied having 
the money, and when asked ifshe objected to 
having her house searched said she had no ob- 
jections. I told Sergt. Earl to go with Officer 
Offerand make the search. They returned 
and said nothing was found. I told Offer and 
Clerk Kunz to go into the holdover and search 
her more — = ＋ than they had done. 
W hen they returned they said nothing had been 
found. I was not present during the search, 
being in my office while they were in the hold- 
over. Deer, the turnkey, was not present 
during the search, being at that time at home 
in bed. He is on the night service. The 
woman and boy were kept twenty hours and 
released on account of lack of evidence. About 
the search Offer and Kunz can teli you.’’ 
CHRIST OFFER 
said: ‘‘When we took the woman out of the 
cell we asked her if she objected to oon 
searched. She said No; Iam innocent and 
don’t object to being searched; shall I take off 
my stockings?’ ‘No,’ I said, ‘let’s see the 
dress first.’ She unbuttoned her wrapper and 
threw itoverher head. I looked through it 
for pockets but found no money. Then she 
untied askirt made of meat sacks and was 
about to drop it when I told her to wait. Oh, 
she said, I'll take off everything.’ I felt 
around the skirt for pockets,and having found 
nothing toid her to put on the wrapper again. 
She did so and returned to the cell. 

„Was she standing exposed during this 
search?’’ 

She was directly in front of her cell. There 
was an open window near, but there is a high 
board fence in front and noone could see her 
but Kunz and myself. She had no scruple 
about exposing herself, and offered to take 
off all her garments. did not touch her 
more than was necessary to make the exam- 
ination, as she was very unclean.’’ 

Clerk Kunz, who was standing by while the 
patrolman was telling of the search, cor- 
roborated the story in all details.

It was the dirtiest house I 

The bed was filthy. We 
closed the doors when coming away and Offer 
locked them with the key he had got from the 
woman. The house is one of a row of oue- 
story tenements, No. 21102. 

Mrs. Julia Beyers, 2106 Broadway, who in- 
formed Mrs. Guenther of lavish expenditures 
by the boy Mohrkamp, was seen at her green 
grocery: *‘I have known the boy some time, 
she said, ‘‘and was surprised one day when he 
came in twice to buy grapes and pears. I knew 
he had been driven out of the butcher shop 
next door, where he went the day before 
to get 10 cents worth of meat on oredit. When 
he came the second time I asked him where he 
got so much money, and he said he had snov- 
eled coalfor aman named Miller and earned 

When he was gone I thought of Mrs. 
Guenther’s loss of a pocket-book in front of 
Mrs. Eissler’s bakery, 2102 Broadway, and 
cametothe conclusion the boy had found it. 
I told Mrs. Guenther about him and 
that day Offer brought the boy here. He 
asked the boy if he had told the truth about 
the money and the boy said he had not. He 
admitted having found the book and said he 
had given itto his mother. He begged us not 
to tell his mother as she would kill him. She 
had taken all the money out and had told him 
to take the book and drop it where he 
found it without letting any one see him do it. 
The policeman asked him where the money 
had been „ — and he said he had changed a 
$5 bill at Charles Stump’s on Seventh street 
opposite their house.’

GOING FOR THE TEA MEN. 


New York Crockery Dealers Taking Action 
to Pretect Their Trade. 


NEw YORK, August 24.—The crockery dealers 
propose to make it hot for the tea men who 
persist in giving away orselling crockery be- 
low cost. A meeting at the Cosmopolitan 
Hotel. was attended yesterday by fourteen 
crockery dealers representing New York and 
Brooklyn. Adolph Meyersberg, the temporary 
chairman, said he had been urged by many of 
the dealers to call the members of the trade 


together and devise means for pro- 
tection against the encroachments of 
the tea men, who are taking business 


away from legitimate dealers. When this tea 
business began ten years ago, he said, the 
crockery dealers met to find out what kind of 
athing it was. Officers were elected; the deal- 
ers met three or four times and then aban- 
doned their organization. Since then the tea 
dealers had built up an enormous trade. which 
was ruining the legitimate grockery business. 
Many legitimate dealers had been driven 


out of it, and the rest hung like drown.- 
ing men to straws, hoping for a reac- 
tion. The Grocers’ Union succeeded in 


getting a baking powder company to take a 
determined stand against the tea dealers. The 
latter had carried on the illegitimate business, 
violating the penal code, and some ot them 
had been arrested and were under bail. The 
Court of Appeals would sustain the constitu- 
tionality of the law, and if the crockery men 
did not take a stand they had better go out of 
the business. The meeting adjourned, subject 
to the call of the chairman.

A TERRIBLE SCOURGE. 


The Mysterious Disease Ravaging West and 
Southwestern Virginia. 


Hinton, W. Va., August 24.—Information re- 
ceived here from McDowell County is to the 
effect that a dreadful state of affairs exists in 
that portion of the State and Southwestern 


Virginia. The drouth has made the 
waters very low, and the peculiar 
disease which has several times pre- 
viousiy followed this state of affairs, 


and which is supposed to be a result of 


minerals in the water, has broken out. In the 
Dead Horse Cave neighborhood there are over 
100 cases, withthirty deaths. Not a family has 
escaped. Crops are neglected, and farm work 
is at astandstill, it requiring the entire time 
of every individual able to labor to care for 
the sick and dead. Itis estimated that 200 
People have died in McDowell County alone in 
the last four weeks from the disease.
